The moral waywardne.is or, 1( you will, the 
immoral adventiircousness of both the youth' 
fui purveyor and her ndolesceiit cllenU Is 
fitartliiiK, but that Is not the really fihocklng 
thing about the -story ns It lias unfolded. II 
this incident has got under our hides, we 
might better begin wondering how 25 to 30 
grade and Junior high school girls eould go' on 
prostituting themselves professionally 
middle-aged men, as an orRniilzed ring, for 
year and a half before anybody began to sus- 
pect them. 

These children might still be conducting 
their demornllzlnR trade so far ns parental 
other normal oversight Is concerned, They 
were discovered only because, after a time, 
they grew careless about flashing their S5 and 
SIO bills and displaying the clothing and 
jewelry purchased with their fcfs. 

If this were nn unique situation we could 
dismiss It with pity for the girls involved and 
disdain for the men who took advantage of 
their youth. Unfortunately It Li not, except, 
perhaps, as it wa.-; organized professionally. 

Probation a.ssoclatlon studies reported at 
the organization's 37th annual conference at 
St. Louis the other day showed that Juvenile 
delinquency the country over ro.se eight per 
cent In 1041. nine per cent last year, and !a 
expected to Jump even more this year, 

Charles L. Chute, executive director of the 
H. P. A., blames the situation on soldiers and 
fiallora out for a good time, mothers working 
In war industries, labor migration to wai 
boom communities, high wages for war plant 
vforkors, 

All but the ."iccond of these explanations 
bear upon the temptation. The second, per- 
haps, is most Important because It gives one 
reason why glrl-chlldrcn have opportunity to 
go astray, without a hand to pull them back 
at the vital moment or even a voice to bul- 
wark their own protesting con.'iclencc.'i after 
the first misstep and before they have capitu- 
lated utterly to lust and greed or adventurouj 
ncss. 

Intelligent, loving home guidance and com- 
panionship probably would save more girls 
than any other one protection we can throw 
around them. 

In recognition of Juvenile delinquency as a 
lar reaching problem, the FBI Is giving the 
matter serious consideration, and has already 
scheduled a conference for Its dbcusslon In 
Twin Falls. 

Local law enforcement officers are fully 
aware of a growing tendency In that direction 
right In our own vicinity, imd it is to the 
credit of the newly-elected members of the 
city administration that they have empha- 
sized the need lor a determined effort to stem 
this unfortunate trend in Twin Falls. 



IN TUNISIA 

Reading between the linw of war dispatch 
\ es from north Africa does nothing to inflate 
\thc American ego. Our soldiers, relatively 
green, arc courageous and ambitious. They 
n^e In there slugging all the time. But when 
the big breaks come. It always Is the British— 
and usually the Eighth Army— who open the 
door for them.

If no "presently unforeseen condition" in- 
creases our requirements for oil and gasoline, 
Mr. Wilson said, vhe prc-March 22 gasoline 
supply and full fuel oil demands can be 
met next winter. 

The -catch, of course, is that Mr. Wilson 
does not know how cnormou.ily the need for 
gasoline In the war theater may multiply by 
late summer or early autumn. The probability
